TRAGEDY AU GILBERT PLAINS 


Fred Johnson, Farmer, Kills His 
Wife and Three Children. 


Ho Then Killed Himeelf—The Murderer 
Was a Mao of Low Spirits and Lately 
Speke of Endiog His Lifo—Partics 
Came From Framosa—Tragedy Made 
® Sensation at Guelph Where Johnson 
Was Known. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 30.—One or the moat 
horrible tragedies in Manitoba's history 
was committed at Gilbert Plains on Sun- 
day. Frederick Johnson, the murderer, 
was more prosperous than the average 
run of farmers, but low spirited. Lately 
he spoke of hanging himeelt. His brother 
and sister, Robert and Effie, also tne 
hired man, MoRae, lived with the family. 
Aftor dinner Johnson got all parties but 
the wife and family from the house. ‘To 
do the deed a single-barrel breach-loading 
gun was used, Johnson shot his wife 
first below the heart, and she was prob- 
ably first killed. Beside her lay her 3- 
day-old babe, with its head blown com- 
pletely off. Arthur, 6 years old, and 
Clifford, 8 years old, were shot just below 
the left ear with the same weapon. Both 
heads were partly blown off. Death was 
instantaneous. Between the box stove and 
the trunk lay Johnson, with bis throat 
cut in two places and a charge of the gun 
just below his left ear, the razor and the 
gun lying near. 

They Were From Eramosa. 

Guelph, Aug. 80.—The despatch from 
Winnipeg, stating that Frederick Johnson 
had shot his wife and three. children and 
had also shot himself at Gilbert Plains, 
near Dauphin, came as a shock to people 
in this neighborhood. The dead man and 
woman were natives of Kramosa, Mrs. 
Johnson being a daughter of Mr. Rud- 
dell. Mr. Ruddell and his son George left 
by the C.P.R. train at 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning for the scene of the tragedy.

Among clever devices suggested by a 
writer In The Household to remedy 
this state of things is the unique side- 
board here illustrated and described. 

The sideboard has several unique 
features, It 1s built into the wall be- 
tween the dining room and the kitchen, 
these rooms usually being found ad- 
joining. One cut shows the sideboard 
from the dining room side, the other 
gives a view of it as seeu from the 
kitchen. It doesnot project at all into 
the dining room—a saving of space 
that will be appreciated by many 
housewives who have experienced the 
discomfort of attempting to entertain 
friends about a table where hospitality 
was more apparent than space. 

It often happens that the other rooms 
of the house are laid out quite at the 
expense of the room in which the fami- 
ly is to dine. This room usually gets 
the space that is left after the others 
have been satisfactorily arranged. 
This, perhaps, comes from the feeling 
that the dining room is to be the least 
used, in point of time, of any room in 
the house. The sacrificing of space in 
the room where all the family meals 
are to be eaten Is almost without ex- 
ception regretted afterward, especially 
tf much furniture is placed in it. 

The construction of such a sideboard 
as is sbown here will help out a 
crowded condition of the room by re- 
moving the necessity for the usual 
moyable sideboard.

It will be seen from the kitchen fl 
lustration that the two upper drawers 
in the sideboard pull ont lato the kitch- 
ep a3 well as ipto the dining room, 
The kaolves, forks, spoons, ete, can 
thus be washed In the kitchen and put 
into the drawers without leaying the 
room.» Here the less used kitchen tin- 
ware enn be stored, Such a sideboard 
can be built into an old house without 
much trouble.

Dear Mr. Editor, Y, 

A few notes jotted down without 
connection may be of interest to some 
of your readers. . It would be impos- 
sible to give much’ detail without 
lengthening out beyond» what space 
abd time would allow, but so many 
questions have been asked me, that I 
write these few lines to answer at least 
some of them. I adopt the dialetic 
method of question and answer as 
being the briefest and most direct. 

Is the Peace River district adapted 
to cultivation? What are the mining 
prospects? On the north side of this 
river there isa fine stretch of prairie 
land fifteen miles in width well adapt- 
ed to raising grain. A number are 
already engaged in farming there. 
This seeins to be one of the districts 
favored ‘by Dame Nature like our 
Niagara district. They are not troubled 
much by frosts. 

My information only extends some 
600 miles up the viver. The most that 
was being made on the bars of the 
river was $2a day. 

Was anything good found on this 
side of the mountains? Did many 
reach the other side who went by 
Edmouton route? Over a thouand 
went by Edmonton route and as far as 
could be learned nothing was found. 
Ihave only learned of five who got 
across the mountains. One of the 

oung men who came out with us, on 

is arrival at Edmonton received a 
letter from his brother who had cross- 
ed, and he said that after a terrible 
journey, he managed to get across, 
janding without anything but his gun 
and some clothing. He intended to 
return as soon as possible, 

) Where ave the thousand corso who 
took the route? Many came out last 
fall; many perished last winter. A 
number came out this spring and it is 
expected that some hundred ox so will 
arrive with Hudson Bay scows in 
September. 

Can you give any instances of the 
sufferings there? This spring the 
North West Mounted Police on their 
way up Peace river cameacross i shack 
in which five men passed the winter. 
One was lying dead just outside the 
door, another just inside, and three in 
their bunks who were unable to move 
and who bad not eaten a bite for three 
days. As faras I could learn, three 
djedof scurvy on Peace river last 
winter. Another instance was that 
of « young man whocame out with us, 
He was without food for seven days 
shoot and_ eat his 
dog. After this he had his feet 
frozen, A father had his two feet 
frozen and the son his two hands and 
had to be dragged by theircompanions 
for nine days on © tobaggon when 
shelter was reached, 

At Peel river by February last, 
fifteen had already fallen victims to 
scurvy ‘and acute dysentery. Their 
village was culled the City of Des- 
truction. These are but a few in- 
stances out of many. There ave many 
whose friends will never hear from 
them. 

What was the price of flour where 
you were last winter? Thivty-five 
dollars w hundred and other things in 
proportion, 

Can vegetables be raised at the 
farthest point north that you reached? 
Yes, every fort has a fine garden 
attached to it. The summers ire very 
hot and growth very vapid. 

What was length of the days there? 
I) June at Port Simpson ‘the ved glow 
of the setting sun never left. the west- 
ern sky and one could ‘vead with com- 
fort at any time, 

These are but a few questions out of 
many. I just addin conclusion that, 
if even one-quarter of the repofts of 
that district were trne, it would be 
worth the struggle to get there, but 
hardly any dependence can be placed 
on what is generally inthe newspapers 
rdlative to the amounts realized there. 
Newspaper veports find many men

AID OF FOREIGNERS. 


Maitre Labori Makes an Appeal 
to Foreign Governments. 


SCHWARTZKOPPEN--PANIZZARDI 


These Two May Yet Testify Before the 


Droyfus Court-Moertial at Kennes-A 


Momentous Move by the Defence 
—Testimony of Reporters Shows 
That Esterhazy Confessed to 
Writing tho Bordereau. 


Rennes, Sept. 6.—M. Cernuschi, the 
political refugee and reputed scion of 
Servian royalty, who appeared on Mon- 
day before the Dreyfus court-martial as 
a wituess for the proseoujion, was not 

_ examined by the court during the time 
it sat behind olosed doors yesterday. Hx- 
amination of the secret espionage dossier 
mentioned by Captain Culgnet during 
Monday's sitting occupied the greater 
portion of yesterday's secret session of the 
court, When the open session of the 
court-martial began M. Labori presented 
a formal application to the court, for an 
order upon Major Carriere, the Govern- 
ment commissary, to request that inter- 
ested foreign governments, through 
diplomatic channels, communicate to the 
court various documents relating to the 

_ bordereau. 
M. Labori explained the purpose of the 


application by citing the fact that the | 


cours was now in an extremely delicate 
situation, and added that he had pointed 
out to Major Carriere Colonel Schwartz- 
koppen and Signor Panizzardi as wit- 
nesses he deemed necessary to summon. 
M. Labori said he thought this step 
would worry nobody and that it was in 
‘ conformity with precedents, 
Sechwaitzkoppen and Panizzardl, 

Major Varriere replied that he did not 
think the Government would ask another 
government for the restoration of cocu- 
ments. He suggested that the defence 
should obtain and submit the papers 
semi-officially to the court. He saw no 
objection to hearing Colonel Schwartz- 
koppen and Signor Panizzardi if they 
consented to come, 

M. Paleologue said that while “M. 
Labor's request appeared quite logical 
and just, there were diplomatic ¢éonsid- 
erations which made it inadmissible for 
the Government to take such initiative

Eaterhazy’s Confession. 

‘The first witness who was called to the 
har yesterday was the reporter, Basset, 
Whom The Matin sent to London to 
interview Major Courg Ferdinand Walsin 
Ksterhazy. The witnoss deposed that 
Esterhazy confessed to him that he wrote 
the bordereau under orders from Colonel 
Sandherr, who was then chief of the 
Secret Intelligence Bureau. Tho order, | 
Esterhay said, was to catch the traitor 
at the headquarters of the general staff, 
whom KEsterhazy afterwards said was 
Captain Dreyfus. Major Carriere here 
burst out with an extraordinary protest 
against Major Esterhazy’s insinuations 
against Colonel Sandberr. ‘‘I protest,’ 
he crisd, ‘in the name and memory of 
Colonel Sandherr against the insinuations 
introduced against him." 

A Ridiculous Pretention. 

M. Labori, however, ignored this pro- 
tost, which he styled “a ridiculous pre- 
tention.’’ M, Labori then called upon 
General Roget to testify regarding letters 
he bad received from Major Esterhazy 
since the opening of the trial. General 
Roget yesterday looked the ghost of his 
former active self. His face was careworn 
and showed little of that fighting spirit 
which firat characterized his appearance 
upon the stage. He reviled that he only 
opened one letter from Major Esterhazy, 
which he had forwarded to Colonel Jou- 
aust. General Roget added that ho de- 
clined to receive other letters. 

The Letters Were Kead. 

M. Labori then asked Colonet’ Jouaust 
to have the letters read. 

Colonel Jousust at first declined, but | 
M, Labori insisted so firmly that Colonel 
Jounust, after wrangling awhile, gave 
Way and consented that the otters should 
be read. Cotonel Jouaust explained that 
he opposed the reading of the letters be- 
cause they only contained personal at- 
tacks upon various parties and would 
only lead to a prolongation of the trial. 

General Roget thon read the one Kater- 
hazy letter which be- admitted having 
opened. In this letter Major Kiaterhuzy 
said he could not prove the existence of 
the alleged syndicate organized in the 
interest of Dreyfus, and complained that 
the general staff had refused to give him 
a fair hearing. 

M. Labori then puta series of quos- 
tions intended to bring out the fact that 
the general staff had made use of Major 
Ksterhnzy, oven after ho was known to 
pe carelis bis. General Roget aaid he had 
not considered Major Katerhazy’ G 
erie Of any yale terhazy's avowala 

Labort aod Jouaust, 

M. Labor! sought to question the Gone 
oral more closely on bis statement that 
nono of the genorala of the general staff 
had ony relations with Major Katerhazy, 
but Colonel Jounust declined - 
further discussion. 

This led to another scene between the 
president of the court-martial and counsel 
for the defence, M, Labori delaring that 
General Roget, who came more as 4 pub- 
lic prosecator than as a witness, refused 
to reply to probing quoationa. 

A little later M. Labori pushod the 
question on General Billot, on what is 
known as the liborating document.

London, Sept. 6.—The strike of seainen 
continues without incident and apparent- 
ly without serious effect on the shipping 
industry.

“At the time the malady of Ludwig 
II, the mad king o®™Bavaria, was at its 
worst he gave orders that 30 of his 
finest horses should be put in the best 
condition possible for a race,” writes 
Professor J. H. Gore in The Ladies’ 
Home Journal. “When the report 
eame that no further improvement 
could be made, he had them brought 
Into an open field where every conceiy- 
able form of noise making device had 
been stationed. 

“The horses were tied to posts, and 
the king from an elevated stand gave 
the signal that started the flare of 
trumpets, the booming of cannon, the 
firing of bombs and other outlandish 
noises. The horses reared. plunged, 
struggled to get free, and finally break- 
ing loose started In the wildest of gal- 
lops from this bedlam.

How Emery Is Quarried. 

Emery comes trom the island of 
Naxos, in the eastern Mediterranean, 
whence {it has been exported for the 
last two centuries or more, The beds 
are in the northeast of the !sland, the 
deposits descending Into some of the 
neighboring islands, the emery being 
found I{n lenticular masses, resting on 
layers of schist in limestone almost 
identical with Parlan marble, the fin- 
est marble known, which comes from 
the Island of Paros, close by. 

There are about 800 men engaged 
{n the trade, all of whom bave to be 
married before they are admitted to 
the fraternity. The material fs much 
too hard to be dug out or even blast 
ed.

Again 
and again he swept his tormentors 
from his back while from all sides 
hurried streams of ants to take the 
place of fallen comrades.

The man 
threw himself to the ground to roll his 
tormentor to death. <A single active 
white man could’ bave saved the poor 
wreteb, but the stupefled, barelegged 
coolles dared not, or thought not, of 
rescue, while the victim himself was 
too ecruzed with agony to seek other 
than Instant relief. [vom a slight per 
sonal experience | know the poor fel.

Word was finally taken to the cen- 
tral police authority of the state; the 
officers came, viewed the dead thief— 
and identified him as their attorney 
general. It is not unlikely,’’ Mr. Craw- 
ford adds, ‘that bis accomplice was the 
judge of the criminal court." 


A Miraculous Escape. 

It happened that in the last month of 
the reign of Charles I a certain ebip 
chandler of London was foolish enough 
to busy himself over a barrel of gun- 
powder with a lighted candle in his 
band. He paid the price of his folly. A 
spark fell into the gunpowder and the 
place was blown up. 

The trouble was that the man who 
did the mischief was not the only one 
to perish. Fifty houses were wrecked, 
and the number of people who were 
killed was not known. 

In one house among the 50 a mother 
had put her baby into its cradle tosleep 
before the explosion occurred. What 
became of the mother no one ever 
knew, but what became of the baby 
Was very widely known. 

The next morning there was found 
upon the leads of the Church of All 
Hallowsa young child in a cradle, baby 
and cradle being entirely uninjured by 
the explosion that had lifted both to 
euch a giddy height.

Ice Explosions In Siberin. 

A recent Siberian traveler relates 
“At Sadonsk in the intensely cold 
nights the silence was sometimes tzoken 
by a loud report as of acannon. This 
was the bursting of one of the ice bub- 
bles in the river, a phenomenon I had 
neither heard nor read of before. The 
streams coming down from the hills 
were frozen on the surface some six to 
nine inches thick. The water beneath 
flowed faster than it.could escape, and 
the pressure, on the principal of a hy- 
draulic prese, became irresistible. 
First, the elasticity of the ice was seen 
by the rising of circular mounds from 
six to eight feet in diameter and from 
four to five feet high. The bursting 
point came at last with a report like an 
explosion. The water escaped, but econ 
froze again. I have seen scores of these 
ice billocks in a few verets of the 
river.’’ 


A Bridge of Coffins. 

When the British forces were march- 
ing to Peking in 1860, after the capture 
of the Taku forts, one of the rivers be- 
came #0 swollen with the heavy rains 
that it was rendered almost impaesable. 
While in this qnandary a bright idea 
snddenly struck one of our officers.

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AN INCIDENT OF JOHNSON’S FAMOUS 
SWING AROUND THE CIRCLE. 

A Painful Spectacle Which the Gen- 

eral Brought to a Close by Forcing 

the 

the 


Pomultuoas Crowd to Listen to 
President. 

There is nothing in history that cor 
responds to that 
President Johnson from Waslilngton to 


wonderful swing of 


Chicago by way of Robin Hood's barn. 
Mr. Johnson planned the trip with fn- 
finite cunning. He prided himself on 
being a commoner, and he believed 
that understood the people and 
that if he could meet them face to face 


he 


he could convince them that the presi- 
dent was right and congress wrong. ‘To 
ket the love of the people he carried 
with him General Grant, Admiral Far- 
ragut, Se aries Seward, Welles and 
Randall, General Custer and other men 
well known to the people. He reason- 
ed that, accompanied by the popular 
idols of the day, he would be sure of 
enthusiastic receptionevery where. That 
Was all that he asked. Give him a 
big crowd, aud be was confident that 
he could win them over. 

The presidept started from Wash- 
ington with a chip on his shoulder, The 
very fist crowd he met knocked it off 
without ceremony. It soon became 
clear the people were in a resentful 
mood, and after two or three clashes 
some of Mr. Johnson's best friewds 
recommended a change of programme. 
Many believed that the president, see- 
Ing the mood of the people, would 
yield, but they didn't know the man. 
I had seen bim face all sorts of crowds 
while he was military governor of 
Tennessee. I had Leard him scold the 
leading citizens of Nashville as he 
would a lot of school children; bad 
seen him, when a mob threatened bis 
life, stride out into the street and 
march the full length of the city at the 
head of a procession, carrying the stars 
and stripes, and | knew that he would 
relish keenly a scrap with those who 
defied h!m. 

At one point a crowd of 50,000 people 
had gathered, muinly to see Grant, 
Farragut and Seward. There was tre- 

5 eo ek a Re = . 
mendous enthusiasm over the party, 
and the president was elated. But 
when he rose to speak the crowd hoot- 
ed and hissed and set up a great shout 
for Grant. The people had seen through 
the president's scheme and were turn- 
ing tle tables on him by using Grant 
and Farragut to humiliate and punish 
him. The president saw the strategy 
of the move, and he was as furious as 
he was helpless. In every interval of 
quiet. he would attempt to speak, but 
every word he uttered would be lost in 
the thunder of the shouts for Grant. 
It was a painful spectacle, and eyery- 
body was embarrassed. The crowd 
would not listen to the chairman or 
any other local celebrity. 

General Custer, then at the height of 
his popularity, stepped forward in his 
dramatic, imperious way, believing 
that he could quiet the tumult. The 
crowd was friendly, but it howled him 
down, and the dashing cavalryman 
took his seat, with the remark that he 
would like to clear the grounds with a 
brigade of cavalry, 

Johnson, looking down on the tumult, 
saw smiling, contemptuous faces, but 
no hatred. He turned to Grant, who 
had retired to the rear of the platform, 
and said petulantly, “General, you will 
have to speak to them.” 

General Grant said decisively, “I will 
not.” 

Then the president sald, more gra- 
clously, “Won't you show yourself, 
general?” 

Grant stepped forward, and, after a 
round of cheers, the people weré as 
quiet as a church in prayer time. Wait- 
ing an instant, Grant raised his band, 
made a gesture toward Johnson and 
said clearly, “Lhe president of the 
United States.” 

The incident was a simple one, but it 
spoke volumes. Grant's face was full 
of indignation and reproach, and the 
crowd, accepting his rebuke, listened 
to the president for an hour. And the 
president did not spare the people. He 
scolded them to his heart's content, ve- 
plied to all their taunts, talked back to 
every man that opened his mouth and 
seemed to enjoy the performance as a 
war horse would a battle. The people 
took the scolding In good part and re- 
alized that they bad come in contact 
with a new sort of president. ‘They 
heard bim {n respectful silence, but 
they disapproved of him, as the prest- 
dent knew when the yotes were count: 
ed at the election that fall. 

Seward's face at such meetings was 
a study. The wound tn his neck was 
only fairly healed, and the people took 
a deferential attitude toward bim., But 


still everybody wanted to see Lim and } 


shake hands with him. 

Farragut, {n crossing the rotunda of 
the capitol, came upon a group of la- 
dies, one of whem turned toward bin 
and eagerly toquired, “Are you Mr. 
Seward?” Farragut answered without

Odd bits of change thoughtlessly left 
by customers form no inconsiderable 
part of the income of cashiers in res- 
taurants, saloons, cigar stores and sim- 


ilar places where, during many hours 


of each day, there is a steady rush of 
patrons. 
“I get $15 a week salary,” said a 


_ cashier, “ and I always count on an ad- 


ditional $3, or 50 cents per day, through 
forgotten change. I do not consider 
that I am doing anything dishonest, 
either because I always make an effort 
to attract the customerjs attention to 
the fact that he Js leaving his change 
behind. Nine cases out of ten | suc- 
ceed, even if I have to send a waiter 
to follow the man clear out into the 
street. But there are enough of the 
tenth cases to make my receipts foot 
up all of the sum weekly I have nam- 
ed. The majority of them are people 
in a hurry to catch a train or car or to 
keep an appointment, and they haven't 
the time to return, even if they did dis- 
cover their loss a squnre or so away. 
The next day they don't care, or at 
Jeast the majority of them do not, to 
speak about such a small matter, the 
overlooked change seldom Being more 
than 5 or 10 @@ots, and I am just so 
much ahead. The proprietor get it? 
Certainly not. It doesn’t belong to 
him, and just so the money In the cash 
drawer balances with the register he 
is satisfied.”

The Only Interview Buchanan Had 
With Hix Vice Prefdent, 

Vice President Stevensou used to tell 
a story which Jolin C. Breckinridge 
bad told lim to illustrate the traditiou- 
al relations between the presideut aud 
the man whose principle business it ts 
to walt for the possible death of the 
president, In order that be may take 
the president’s chalr. 

Breckinvidge said tbat Buchanan 
never cousulted Lim about apy tnipor- 
taut matter, aithough as a Kentuckian, 
havir: the confidence of most of the 
southern leaders, be felt that his ad- 
vice might at times have been valuable 
tO the president. In the early fall of 
1860, when Buchanan's term was neur- 
Ing an end, nid the gathering clouds 
of war, Vice President Breckluridge 
received an urgent summons to the 
White House. He responded at once, 
thinking that at last the president 
wanted Lis adyice on the momentous 
questions then pending. When he ar- 
rived he was shown into the presi- 
dent’s room, and Mr. Bucbavan, who 
was alone, called his private secretary 
and Instructed him to see that they 
were not disturbed by unybody during 
the Important conference whicb was to 
follow. 

When the private secretary had with- 
drawn, the president unlocked the pri- 
vate drawer in his desk. took out a 
inanuseript, sat down with great sv 
leninity, and said to Vice President 
Breckinr age, 10 his most impressive 
manner, * I want to read you the draft 
of ny Thanksgiving day proclamatiou 
and to get your opinion of It.” 

The vice president controlled bis fa- 
cial muscles, listened respectfully and 
seriously made some complimentary 
remarks about the important docu- 
ment, and, with his customary cour- 
tesy, bowed and smiled bis way out froin 
the only interview to which be was 
ever invited by President Buchanan.— 
Boston Herald.

An interesting Experiment.

If the bowl Is left undisturbed 
for several hours, it will be seen that 
the black mark has turned toward the 
parallel object and has moved from 
east to west, in a direction opposite to 
the movement of the earth on {ts axis, 

This proves that the earth in revoly- 
ing has carried the water with it, but 
the powder on the surface has been 
left a little behind.

London, Sept. 13.—Ths confederation 
scheme of the Australian colonies, which 
has been attracting so much attention, 
provides that addresses to the Queen from 
those colonies asking for power to torm 
a confederation shall be sufficient for its 
formation. Aa three colenies—New South 
Wales, South Australis and Victoris— 
have voted addresses upon the subject, 
the Imperial Parliament, upon the 
resumption of its sessions will, it ia pre- 
sumed, take the matter up, whether or 
not the result in the other colonies ts 
favorable to joining in the movement, 
Queensland, Western Australia and Tas- 
mania have not yet settled the question. 
Queensland's final vote 1s not yet known, 
and no address has been passed. Tas- 
mania's vote carried the federation, but 
its Parllament has not yet voted an 
address. Western Australia has not yet 
voted. 

New Zealand has nothing to do with 
the confederation question. If Queens- 
land, Tasmania and Western Australia 
eventually declare for it they will be 
taken in, It is presumed that they will 
favor it, Their decisions will probably te 
known before tho reassembling of the 
Imperial Parliament, but, as already 
pointed out, the confederation is already 
asaured by the action of the three other 
colonies.

There were no telephones joining the 
islands then, and state messages 4nd 
mandates were carried by the inter- 
island steamers and delivered by Ka- 
taka runners. ‘These runners could 
gallop all day, like American Indians 
in retreat or on the trail, and they 
didn’t know what getting winded or 
red weant. 

“Kalakaua thought a good deal of 
these runners of bis. He always main- 
tained that they could go faster agd 
farther than horses over the rough 
Hawaiian country. In this he was dis- 
puted by a number of the white at 
taches of his court. Kalakaua wager- 
ed $5,000 In gobs of $1,000 with five of 
thein that he would pick out a runuer 
from among his Kanakas who'd get 
from [ilo to the top of the burning 
lake of Kilauea, a distance of 35 miles, 
quicker than any horse and any rider 
could do the trip. They snapped the 
king up at even money. It looked as 
if they had the good end of it. The 
king and a big party from Honolulu 
sailed in one of the interisland steam- 
ers to Hilo, on the main island of Ha- 
wall, to sce the finish. 

“The king picked out a buge, lithe, 
sinewy Kanaka, a man about 30 years 
old, who had been employed as a run- 
ber on the island of Maui for a num- 
ber of years, to try the trick for him. 
Eight Kanakas made the start 
a-horseback, on native ponies, bred 
away back from western cayuses— 
strong, sure footed, nippy tempered lit- 
ue demons, thoroughly used’ to the bad 
roads and the climbing. The king and 
lis party bad gone up to the Volcano 
House, at the top of Kilauea, in coach- 
es the day before to be on band to 
greet the winner. 

“Now, 1 understand that that road 
from Hilo up to the burning lake of 
Kilauea has been improved since the 
time I’m speaking of, but it surely was 
a bad trail then. It was onty wide 
enough for one wagon, and it was 
about a 45 degree affair in the climb 
all the way up.

In view of these facta 
The Ladies’ World makes a timely sug- 
gestion of two simple makeshifts that 
are easy of acquisition, and that, while 
pot “‘keeping’’ the ice as well as the 
regular refrigerators, will still do very 
good work. : 

The ordinary homemade refrigerator 
or ice chest is depicted usually as made 
of two cases, one within the other, 
with a packing of sawdust between, It 
is a tedious job to fit np a ‘‘cocler’’ in 
this way, while nearly as good results 
can be secured much more easily. The. 
erdinary ice chest is inconvenient, 
since all the food and the racks’ or 
shelves must be removed every time ice 
is pnt in or a lumpof ice songht for the 
water pitcher, 

For the refrigerator illustrated by 
Fig. 1 select a dry goods box of the size 
desired and remove the lotver part of 
one end, hinging the board or boards 
thus removed. A galvanized iron. or 
zinc pan, in which the cake of ice is 
placed, is set 4n on the bottom through 
this door, the food racks being undis- 
turbed. Put ‘‘listing’’ about the edges

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Alumintum Clock Hands, 

“One of the finest and lightest ma- 
terials that are now largely used for 
making clock hands is aluminiuin,” 
said a leading clock manufacturer re- 
cently. ‘Until recently the pointers 
of big clocks, when not made of wood, 
were composed of two thin strips of 
copper, which were capped or hollow- 
ed and then brought together, edge to 
edge, with the rounded sides out, thus 
giving strength as well as lightness. 
The aluminium clock pointers are 
made just jn the same way as the 
copper ones, but they possess the mer- 
it of being twice as light and are far 
easier to balance. 

“It isn't unusual on large clocks to 
see projecting ffom the base of the 
long pointer and in line with It A rod 
with a*ball at the end, this rod be- 
{ng perhaps a third as long as the big 
pointer. This rod and ball act os a 
counterweight for the big pointer, 
which, without a counterwelght, would 
in {ts movement around the dial bear 
unevenly upon the arbor or shaft which 
carries it.

Hair For Violin Boyya. 

The horse hair used in making violin 
and other similar bows is imported 
from Germany. A considérable part 
of the hair thus Imported, however, 
coming originally from Russia, Horse 
hair for these purposes is white and 
i . The black {is the heavier and 
stronger, and this Is used In making 
bows for bass viols, because it bites 
the big strings better. In preparing the 
lair for use in bowmaking the white 
luulr, used for violin bows, is bleached 
to bring it to Its final whiteness. 

‘The standard violin bow fs 29 inches 
in lenstb; longer bows are made to 
order, Shorter bows are used by 
young persens; but the bow co.imonly 
seep In the hands of a violin player 
{s 20 Inches long. Horse hair for violin 
bows Is Imported in yarious lengths, 
hut mostly In lengths of 26 inches. 
JIair sufficient for one bow is put to- 
cether in what {ts called a bank. There 
are grades and qualities of the’ horse 
hair, but the best fs not very costly. 
A hank of the best white hair can be 
bought for 20 cents; it might cost 30 
cents more to have it put Into the bow. 
To rebair a bass viol bow costs more, 


the bulk or hair required being greater. |

High Art In Cookery, 

Scalloped Oysters, — Select firm, 
plump oysters, and scollop them evenly 
and neatly with a pair of sbarp scis- 
eors. Now, with a needle threaded 
with pink silk, if for a pink tea, or blue 
if you wish blue points, work a but 
tonhole stitch round the scallop. When 
finished, press carefully on the wrong 
side with a hot fron. 

Shirred Eggs.—Carefully remove the 
shell from a fresh egg. and hold the 
white and yolk firmly in the left hand. 
Now, with a fine needle and thread, 
gather the material fn straight rows 
about half an inch apart. Draw up to 
the required fullness and fasten neat- 
ly the ends of the thread.

IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Masterly Review of the Situation 
by Sidney Brooks, 


Anarticle in Hurper’s Weekly by 
Sidney . Brooks, thus) reviews») the 
Transvaal affair: 

Tt is quite possible that before these 
lines ave in print war may have been 
declared between Great Britain and 
the Transvaal. On the other hand, 
thereis—still, L write, a-chance, 
though only, I fear, «remote one, 
that President Kruger may even now, 
at something past the eleventh hour, 
be prudent enough to save his state 
from wreckage by yielding to My, 
Chambarlain’s demunds. One way 
or the other, peacefully or by force of 
arms, England is determined that the 
question shall be settled, and settled at 
once. Fromher point of view, any- 
thing, even. war with « stubborn and 
daring foe, even the risk of setting the 
whole country south of the Zamibesi 
is preferable to allowing the 
Svaal any longer to humiliate 

ritish subjects and endanger the 
imperial position, in {South Africa; 
while the Boers see no, alternative be- 
tween making one last supreme fight 
for independence and being slowly 
Starved out of the rulership of their 
own land. 

The fundamental rights and wrongs 
of the dispute haye ‘been well-nigh 
buried in the semi-legal controversies 
that have raged round the London 
Convention of 1884. These contro- 
versies may be happily passed by. It 
does not affect the general position 
whether thé control ovet the foreign 
relation of the Transyaul, vested in 
the Queen by that . clumsiest of 
diplomatic documents amounts to a 
suzerainty or not. It does not really 
matter whether Mr. Chamberlain has 
strict legal right on his sidein protest+ 
ing against the franchise laws, the rail- 
road tuviffs, the dynamite monopolies, 
and the other familiar items of the 
President’s _ domestic policy. _ or 
whether, under the terms of the Con- 
vention, he has no such right. The 
fact that he does protest is the 
important thing to know. Convention 
orno Convention, Great Britiaim can- 
not remain indifferent to the indigni- 
ties put vpon her subjects in the 
Transvaal, any more than the United 
States would suffer similar indigini- 
ties to be put upon her citizens bya 
South American republic. The duty 
of protecting one’s countrymen, wher- 
ever their interests are attacked, is 
the real basis— IT hold it a legitimate 
and practically unassailable basis—for 
Mr. Chamberlain’s policy, Likewise 
it is irrelevant to accuse the Boers of 
bad faith in excluding the Uitlanders 
from the suffrage. f is not against 
the letter of the London Convention, 
however much it may be against its 
spirit. 

Both parties have violated the under- 
stood purport of that document —the 
President by refusing to place British 
and Boer on a political equality, Great 
Britain by interfering in the domestic 
affairs of the republic. Each one can 
show moral and national right for the 
policy it has adopted; and in such a 
case it is of little noment to determine 
which side was the first todepart from 
the narrow path of strict legality, 

The general situation is this; The 
Uitlanders, over ninety per cent. of 
whom belong to the English-speaking 
race, outnumber the Bc ers by over two 
toone, They own mere than half the 
lund and pay nine-tenths of the taxes. 
It is they who have made the Trans- 
vaal, They found ita ban‘trupt ard 
disorganized state; they have raised it 
to be the first gold-producing country 
in the world, There is surely enough 
in these grounds—and they are far 
from being the only ones—to establish 
at least presumptive title to some 
shave in the government of the 
country which owes its prosperity to 
their energ No such share is al- 


as 


lowed to them, They cannot vote, 
pecans for uw legislature that cannot 
legislate; they have no voice in the 


spending of the moneys taken from 
their pockets; they see willions devot- 
ed to fortifleations and secret-service 
funds, while Johannesburg remains a

The situation is impossible on the 
fuce of it, and it is the Boers who 
have tade it so Had they granted 
} the feanchise before the agitation be 
came acute, their state would nevet 
have been threatened with annihila 
tion. As itis, they have so exusperat 
ed the Uitlhinders and Great Britain 


by their policy of mistrust und broken 
promises, that nothing is now open to 
them but the choice between corm- 


\ 


mitting suicide and being’ murdered 
It is not alone the political rights of a 
few thousand Englishmen at Johan- 
nesburg that ure at stake. but the 
whole position of Great Britain in 
South Africa. The long triumph of 
the Boers in holding down the English 
in the Transvaal has created a 
dangerous solidavity of Dutch senti- 
ment, and with it a thinly veiled 
uwntugonism to British rule; while the 
effect of the open humiliation of so 
many Englishmen on the minds and in 
the eyes of the natives is a considera- 
tion of almost equal gravity. 

The unrest and the turtulence that 
radiate from Johannesburg have cast 
a deadening blight over the whole 
country, wrapping it in a cloud -of 
uncertainties, and seriously retarding 
the development of the its commerce. 
Peace ond security ave impossible so 
longas the Boers persist in treating 
the British like Kaffirs, and nation! 
dignity andimperial interests demand 
instant reformation, 

Nevertheless there is much to be said 
on the Boer side. They trekked in 
the thirties from Cape Colony | to 
escape from British rule, and founded 
a republic of their own beyond the 
Vaal Great Britain annexed the 
state in the seventies, under promise 
of self-government—promises delayed 


so long that the Boers took up arms to y 
enforce them, and won back their in- e 


dependence. They ure attached to 
their land with the fanaticism of men 
who have fought and bled to keep it 
free from alien control, and they took 
instant alarm at the stream of capital- 
ists and stock-jobbers that threatened 
to overwhelm them after the discovery 
of gold, 

‘oO preserve the state in their own 
hands, they excluded the new settlers 
from political rights., [t wasa mistake, 
but a natural one for rustics to make. 
Had they, placed, the, Uitlandens, after 
areasonable probationary period, on 
a par with themselves, it is not certain 
thut the republic would ever Hive had 
to.trouble itselfabout its independence. 
The motive for. desiring a change of 
allegiance would have been wanting, 
and the new comers would have dwelt 
side by side with the old burghers ‘tin 
more or less harmony. g 

But as things are now, after all these 
yeurs of petty, irritating persecution, 
it is, [ think, inevitable thaf the Trans- 
vail should become a part of the 
British Empire. Mr, Chamberlain's 
proposals, which fell to the ground at 
the Bloomfontein Conference, which 
at least have made the transformation 
as gradual and inoffensive as possible. 

e President rejected them, and on 
him must the responsibility rest if the 
knot he has tied is summarily cut in 
two. 

The Boers, itis said, are struggling 
for liberty, and that is true; but the 
liberty they are struggling for is the 
liberty to maintain a mediaeval 
oligarchy at the expense of three times 
their number. One may symputhize 
with them in their hopeless struggle 
against the modern world that is clos- 
ing in upon them, even while main- 
taining that the time has come for 
them to bow or be bent to its will. 
They stand and have stood for many 
years in the path of justice and pro- 
gress, and mnst now. be rolled out of 
the way. , 

Great Britain has waited for them to 
reform with a patience and self-control 
that should be a final answer to those 
who suppose that her Transvaal policy 
is only another instance of “land-grab- 
bing.” It is only now, when their 
persistent obstinacy has become 
danger to British ascendancy in the 
neiehborine colonies that she has re- 
solved to use force if the final pressure 
of diplomacy proves unavailing. The 
task is not one to be lightly under- 
taken. A

No sooner bias the “ticker” reported 
the Campania or other big ‘lner “off 
Fire islané” than a veteran’ of the 
transportation department, accom- 
panied by a few clerks and jporters, 
hastens to the foot of Cortlandt street 
and boards the Postmaster General, 
the flagship of the postoffice fleet. The 
boat was built for this service, and is 
equipped with spacious mailrooms, 
shoots for transboarding sacks, and 
other expediting appliances. Steam is 
up and she is off down the bay to meet 
the big steamer. Slié makes fast'to her 
sides, and the mails are received 


aboard through the shoots, while the 


clerks check and verify the number re- 
celyed on a sort of invoice called “way 
bill,” prepared by the London, Havre, 
or sea postofiice. 

Frequently the passengers are still 
awaiting the quarantine doctor while 
the mails are speeding on their way to 
the battery, where the New York city- 
sacks are landed; then to the Pennsyl- 
yania railroad, then to the foot of 
Forty-second street, where wagons 
await the mails for the Grand Central 
depot. Thus a great saving in time is 
often made, while formerly the whole 
mail went first to the docks of the sey- 
eral transatlantic lines, then by wag-

The Crop Report. 


From the August crop report issued 
by the Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture we glean the following intor- 
mation: 

Fall wheat came 
in poor condition, 
been killed owing 


through the Winter 
much of it having 
to lack of shelter 
and the formatiou of ice. A consider- 
able acreage was plowed up, The 
yield was the smallest tor « nuwber of 
years. 

Spring wheat, which is more largely 
grown in the eastern half of the 
proving, is above the ayerage and the 
quality is satisfactory, The greatest 
drawbuck to this crop was the w.t 
weather prevailing at seed time 

Barley has been highly successful, 
both as regards yield and quality. Tbe 
crop has sustained remarkably little 
injury from pests or parasites. 

The out crop is vatber backward in 
many pits, 50 that the yield could not 
be estimated correctly, but the esti- 
mates sentin show an average high 
yield. ‘he crop bids fair to be larger, 
with plump grain and fine straw, 
Littie dumaye has been done by in- 
sects, but there has been considerable 
damage by rust aud smut. 

Peas will be above an average crop. 
Damage been done by the “bug” 
in some pli and the area devoted 
to this crop has been decreased owing 
to the prevalence of this pest, 

Low prices in late years have been 
the cause of u diminished xereage sown 
to beans. ‘The barvest lace this 
yeu, but the appearances point toa 
large yield,

winter and the absence of snow, which 
killed a large proportion of the clover, 
Some correspondents anticipate a 
scarcity of clover seed. 

The corn planting was delayed 
throughout the proyvice by cold and 
wet weather, and the crop, at the time 
the report was made out, was hardly 
as far advanced as usual. A good deal 
of poor seed was sown in many places 
and this necessitated much replanting, 
Notwithstanding these drawbacks a 
most promising crop is reported, the 
favorable weather in July having 
brought the crep along with a bound. 
In some places in the western part of 
the province crows, blackbirds, cut 
worms and grubs did some injury. 

There promises to be a good yield of 
potatoes, but because of the long con- 
tinued drought they are apt to be 


small in size. Reports us to the 
appearance of late potatoes are 
favorable. The decrease in the 


amount of damage done by the potato 
bug is spoken of as encouraging. 

Root crops suffered from too much 
moisture at seeding titue and from the 
drought later on. However, the root 
ey promises well. 

ruit is likely to be searce owing to 
various causes, The severe frosts of 
last winter destroyed a large propor- 
tion of the trees in some sections and 
injured many which survived. The 
tent caterpillar and other insects did 
much damage to the trees. The 
apple crop is light, but the quality is 
good and the fruit free from scab. The 
winter varieties promise better than 
the earlier kinds. Plums have done 
rather better than apples. The peach 
crop is practically a failure owing to 
the severe frosts of last winter, when 
many trees were killed. The supply 
of pears will be light. There promises 
to be an abundant supply of grapes, 
the vines being healthy and well laden.

SDapped tne case of this watch open 
and found that it had stopped at exact- 
ly 4p. m., April 11, the day before we 
got into Montevideo. 

“The skipper of our ship reported 
this fact to the townspeople of Monte- 
video when he went ashore, feeling con- 
fident that some prominent citizen of 
that town had inadvertently permitted 
himself to be made a meal of by an 
epicurean shark. He natnrally conclud- 
ed that the victim must have been a 
prominent citizen to puck such a swell 
timepiece around with him, Nobody
